Voted for War by Britain. 
Credit Standing the Strain, 
Says Asquith. 1 5 


London, February 21.—The house of 
commons tonight passed new votes of 
credit to the amount’ of £420,000,000. 
This is expected. to carry the war to 
the end of May, bringing the total sum 
appropriated by means of votes of 
credit since the outbreak of the war 
to £2,080,000,000—a sum, according to 
Premier Asquith, “not only beyond: 
precedent, but actually beyond the 
imagination of any financier of this or 


Parliament was occupied today en- 
tirely with financial questions. Premier 
Asquith spoke for fifty minutes in pre- 
senting the government’s motion for 
the new war credits. The chancellor 
of the exchequer, Reginald McKenna, 
followed with a statement regarding 
American exchange, which, he declared, 
is now as high as the British govern- 
ment wishes it to be. 

Expenditures Under $25,000,000 Dally. 

The point emphasized by Premier 
Asquith was not the enormous totals 
necessary for the war, but the fact 
that by careful economy and safeguards 
the government had succeeded in hold- 
ing down the expenditure well below 
£5,000,000 a day, which figure he 
thought unlikely to be exceeded at any 
time. at 
I feel the enormous and overwhelm- 
ing responsibility in asking the house 
for this gigantic sum,” said the premier, 
“and could not do so unless I was satis- 
fied that the government had most 


we are not asking for a penny more 
than the exigencies of our cause and 
the great historic responsibilities which 
we have undertaken require, and un- 
less we are satisfied that every pos- 
sible precaution is being taken to see 
that the taxpayers’ money is not being 
wasted.” 

Touching on the loans to England’s 
allies, Mr. Asquith stated that the 
amount had now grown to nearly £169,- 
000,000, to which must be added loans 
to the allies made by the Bank of Eng- 
land at the request of the British gov- 
ernment, * 

The amount of this latter item was 
not made clear by the premier, but 
he declared that the provisions in the 
September budget, alloting £423,000,000 
for loans to the allies would not be ex- 
ceeded. 

British Credit Maintained. 

The chancellor of the exchequer, in 
an optimistic statement regarding the 
condition of British credit, said: 

“Criticism has been made that we 
are not taking proper steps to maintain 
our credit, particularly with reference 
to American exchange. I merely ask 
the house to compare our American ex- 
change with that of any other of the 
belligerents.. At the present time the 
rate is 4.76, and the government does 
not wish it higher than that. It is 
still ten cents below normal, but we 
do not wish it to go either up to or 
above normal, for the simple reason

House Military Committee 


Agrees to Increase Regu- 
lar Army and Completely 
Federalize the National 
Guard. 


Washington, February 21.—National 
preparedness legislation took a long 
step forward in congress today when 
the house military committee reached a 
practical agreement on the outline of 
the army bill it will unanimously pre- 
sent for passage. Chairman Hay was 
authorized to frame the measure, which 
is a compromise for the continental ar- 


my plan advocated by former Secretary 


Garrison and President Wilson. 
Complete federalization of the na- 
tional guard will be substituted for 
the proposed continentals and the white 
house was informed during the day 
that the committee was a unit in sup- 
porting the plan, only the language and 
minor details remaining to be worked 
out. : 

The measure will grant virtually the 
entire program mapped out by. Secre- 
tary Garrison for the regular army and 
go even farther than he recommended 
in providing for reserve military sup- 
plies. A total peace strength of 576,- 
000 men in the standing army and the 
guard combined will be provided for, 
with reserve systems to more than 
double the force in war. 

The expense for the whole establish- 
ment this year is roughly estimated at 
$174,000,000 exclusive of Panama canal 
defenses, carried in another bill, pro- 
posals for additional military schools in 
all states, carried in the McKellar bill 
favorably reported today by the com- 
mittee with an appropriation of $3,840,- 
000 for this purpose and whatever may 
later be decided upon in carrying out a 
scheme to foster the fixation of atmos- 
pheric nitrogen in the United States, 
giving the country its own supply of in- 
gredients for explosives. The first year 
of the Garrison plan would have called 
for a total expenditure of $182,000,000. 


Will Bill Please Wilson? 


Whether the new bill will be accept - 
able to President Wilson has not been 
indicated, but the committee believes 
its plan will override every objection to 
the substitution of the national guard 
for the continentals and that congress 
has full legal authority for its accom- 
plishment. 

To complete the committee’s com- 
promise with the president on the con- 
tinental army, the bill will authorize 
the increase of the regular army to a

Under the tentative bill, the regular 
army would have an organization capa- 
| bie of.being expanded to 275,000 men 
in war time, and a reserve provision 
will be included designed to produce 
annually 75,000 reservists, obligated to 
return to the colors under call. It will 
provide also for doubling the cadet 
corps at West Point and creation of 
thirty cadet companies to, be attached 
to regular regiments to be trained for 
‘entry into an officers’ reserve corps. 


Committee Members in Accord. 

The committee members found them- 
selves such general accord as to 
the general aspects of the measure they 
favored that it required little discus- 
sion to produce the pian of authorizing 
Mr. Hay to frame a bill which would be 
taken up for detailed consideration 
next Wednesday. Mr. Hay already had 
prepared a rough draft of the measure 
as proposed, and he thought tonight 
it could be whipped into final shape ac- 
ceptable to alk members within two 


weeks. 

While the house committee was busy 
with this plan the senate military com- 
mittee was yorsing on its propsals for 
the regular army, framing its measure 
on the basis of the Chamberlain bill. 
which provides for an army of approxi- 
mately 200,000 men on the basis of the 
war college plan of 1912. It is under- 
stood the committee plans to make its 
bill authorize a thorough reorganiza- 
tion of the army with a peace strength 
of from 160,000 te 200,000 men, 

A compromise between the bills of 
the two houses will be the decision of 
congress as to the regular army. It 
is understood that the house commit- 
tee will accept the larger regular army 
plan of the senate provided its scheme 
for federalizing the national guard is 
adopted by the upper house. 

The house measure will undertake 
the task of federalization on the 
unanimous opinion of the committee 
that congress has power under the con- 
stitution to take full control of the 
national guard in peace as well as war. 
Under that authority the bill will au- 
thorize a maximum strength for the 
national guard of 425000 on a basis of 
800 men for each member of congress, 
will specifically prohibit the disband- 
ing of any organization by the state 
authorities and remove present limi- 
tations on the use of the foree outside 
the country. 

Militia Federalization. . 


The federalization provisions will ex- 
ceed the proposals of the National 
Guard association’s tentative bill in 
many respects, including the maximum 
strength authorized. The guardsmen 
proposed only 500 men to a district. 
The house committee bill will add pro- 
vision for a national guard reserve and 
for recruiting regiments sent to the 
front, and will fix the peace pay of 
privates at $48 a year, second lieuten- 
ants at $250, first lieutenants at $300, 
captains at $500 and higher officers in 
proportion. 

embers of the committee say that 
consultation with high legal authori- 
ties has assured them. of the feasibili- 
ty of their plans under the law. They 
believe that appointment of officers if 
virtually thé only power in respect to 
the nationgl guard vested in the states 
by the constitution and urged that 
with the federal government holding 
the purse string and requiring that 
only those who pass suitable examina- 
tions may draw pay.even that diffi- 
culty will be removed. It is proposed 
to empower the president, to draft 
members of the national guard into 
the federal service in war time, set- 
ting at rest immediately any ques- 
tion of conflict of authority over the 
troops when ney are needed for pur- 
poses of the nation. 

To train the national guard, to sup- 
ply sufficient officers for instructors 
at all military schools where a suffici- 
ent body of cadets is under instruc- 
tion to warrant it, and to meet count- 
less other demands on the commission- 

ed personnel of the regular army, the 
| bill will add 786 officers, bringing the 

total up to 7,000 as proposed by the 
war department in the Garrison plan. 
It also will provide for an increase in 
the medical corps and the medical re- 
serve corps and for the detailing of 
three army officers for duty with the 
| American Red Cross. ; 
| The enlistment period for the regu- 
lar army will be fixed at seven years, 
‘probably divided into four years with 
the colors and three in reserve. Pro- 
visions will be made, however, for the 
discharge of efficient men into the re- 
ov with less than four years’ serv- 
ce. 


Nitrogen Fixation Plant. 


In providing for the nitrogen fixa- 
‘tion plant the bill will not specify the 
government waterpower site to be made 
use of, its selection being left to the 
war department. While the industry 
will be built up by private capital for 
the production of fertilizer, it will be 
provided that the government shall 
have the full output available in war 
time for powder manufacture. The 
government will supply waterpower at 
a very low rate and it may be deter- 
mined to extend financial assistance 
also, if that is found necessary. 
The McKellar bill proposes the es- 


, tablishment ky each state of @ college: 


for military training, with a minimum 
state appropriation for maintenance of 
340.000 annually. the government to 
contribute $80,000. Any existing col- 
lege, not now a military institution,
